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Club looks set 
to become flats 


THE former De Niro’s nightclub 
building in Newmarket looks set 
to be transformed into flats after 
new plans were given approval 
by town councillors. 

The Murfet Group had pre¬ 
viously submitted plans for 36 
units in the nightclub building 
and ten affordable dwellings in a 
separate building in the club car 
park. 

But the plans for the separate 
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building were dropped, and so 
on Monday councillors debated 
the new plan for 26 one-bed- 
room flats and ten two-bedroom 
flats, plus space for offices on the 
ground floor. 

Councillors voted to approve 
the plans, which will now have

to go before Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) for a final deci¬ 
sion. 

Don Proctor, planning consult¬ 
ant for the project, told the News : 
“We are delighted by the town 
council’s decision. 


“That goes without saying be¬ 
cause we can now fully restore 
this building to provide much 
needed residential accommoda¬ 
tion and employment floor space 
on the ground floor. 

“This will restore a building in 
a poor state of repair and help

Town councillors approve flats plan

the vitality and viability of 
the town.” 

The plans were amended 
after the town council ear¬ 
lier recommended them for 
refusal due to the loss of car 
parking spaces to make way 
for the separate affordable 
housing building. 

But at Monday evening’s 
development and planning 
meeting, Mr Proctor told 
councillors: “The plans have 
been amended as a result of 
the feedback that has been 
received. 

“Now a separate space at 
the back of the car park has 
been deleted and we have 
got all the car parking re¬ 
stored as it is now. 

“There will be no addi¬ 
tional building at all.”

At the meeting, Mr Proctor 
explained that because the 
plans would be bringing the 
building back into use and 
out of disrepair, laws meant 
they did not have to provide 
any affordable housing. 

This concerned some 
councillors, including Cllr 
Chris O’Neill who said: “The 
no affordable housing does 
not sit right with me.” 

However, when Mr Proc¬ 
tor spoke to the News yes¬ 
terday, he said a High Court 
ruling meant that affordable 
units may still need to be 
provided. 

He said: “There may still 
be a requirement for some 


affordable housing as part 
of this scheme. 

“We are waiting for the 
impact of this High Court 
decision. 

“We have to find a way to 
provide it or pay a sum for 
off-site provision. Building 
on the car park is not an op¬ 
tion but we will have to look 
at other options.” 

The majority of council¬ 
lors voted in favour of a 
proposal to recommend the 
scheme for approval - but it 
may have to return to coun¬ 
cillors if affordable housing 
is added. 

The developers were not 
able to give a time scale of 
when work would begin but 
said that, if it is approved by 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, they wanted to begin “as 
soon as possible”.

The search for a 
cinema goes on 


MANY had earmarked the 
De Niro’s building as the 
perfect location for the 
town’s much anticipated 
new cinema. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock promised that he 
would deliver a cinema for 
Newmarket in the next five 
years when he was re-elect¬ 
ed in May. 

Some local residents said 
De Niro’s would be the per¬ 
fect site for the project, as it 
began life as The Doric cin¬ 
ema, which closed in 1964. 

Newmarket last had a cin¬ 
ema in about 1977 when the 
Kingsway cinema closed its 
doors. 

But Don Proctor, planning 
consultant for the Murfet 
Group, said the building 
would need to be complete¬ 
ly changed to become a 
cinema now - and it would 
not be economical for busi¬ 
nesses to do that.

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He said: “The building is 
in such a poor state of repair 
that anyone wishing to use 
it will be required to spend 
money - hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

“It was originally built as a 
cinema but cinema options 
need something different 
these days. It would have to 
be completely rebuilt. 

“It’s all down to viability 
and due to the size and scale 
there are not cinema com¬ 
panies which are happy to 
invest that kind of money to 
convert it into cinema use.” 

Mr Hancock has yet to 
shed light on any proposed 
locations for the cinema. 

Mr Proctor added: “I’m 
sure the MP is right that 
Newmarket requires a cin¬ 
ema but this is a very old 
building and the whole aim 


of our proposals is to try and 
minimise any alteration, 
particularly to the frontage 
and keep it as it is because it 
is such an important build¬ 
ing. 

“Using it as a cinema 
would require total rebuild¬ 
ing. It lends itself to conver¬ 
sion and employment op¬ 
tions on the ground floor.” 

A spokesperson for For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
said previously that they 
had been exploring how a 
cinema could be delivered, 
but told the News yesterday 
nothing had been decided 
so far. 

The spokesperson said: 
“We are continuing to ac¬ 
tively explore how and 
where a cinema can be de¬ 
livered.”

Man jailed for 
abuse images

A MAN caught with more 
than 58,000 indecent imag¬ 
es of children at his Suffolk 
home has been jailed. 

Mark Flack, 49, was arrest¬ 
ed after police went to his 
home in Laburnum Close, 
Red Lodge, on October 16 
last year. 

Computer equipment 
seized was later found to 
contain 58,493 indecent 
photographs of children, 
with nearly 1,000 of them at 
the most serious level. 

There were a further 1,333 
indecent movies of children, 
433 of them at the most seri¬ 
ous level. 

Michael Crimp, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Ipswich Crown 
Court that a small number 
of prohibited images of chil¬ 
dren were also found. 

Some of the photographs 
had depicted children as 
young as three.

During police interviews 
Flack had either declined to 
answer questions or provid¬ 
ed only a limited response, 
said Mr Crimp. 

Flack had pleaded guilty 
to four offences of making 
an indecent image of a child 
and one offence of possess¬ 
ing a prohibited image of a 
child. 

In mitigation, Jonathan 
Seely said Flack, who has no 


previous convictions, had 
lost his job as a carpenter as 
a result of the case. 

Mr Seely said: “He is a 
49-year-old man who lives 
on his own. 

“There was something of 
a devastating divorce after 
which he has descended 
into deeper and deeper so¬ 
cial isolation.” 

Mr Seely added that Flack 
had expressed remorse for 
his crimes and said he had 
not appreciated the serious¬ 
ness of what he was doing. 

When jailing him for 21 
months, judge John Devaux 
told Flack that aggravating 
features in the case were 
the high number of images, 
the possession of moving 
images and the young age 
of some of the children in¬ 
volved. 

Flack was told that he 
must also pay £250 towards 
the cost of the prosecution 
and that he will have to sign 
on the Sexual Offences Reg¬ 
ister for the rest of his life.

On the neighbour’s CCTV 
Bullen-Webb was seen driv¬ 
ing off with the lawnmower 
on the rear of the truck. 

But despite this evidence, 


she continued to deny any 
knowledge of the offence. 

She then sent a text to -Mr 
Haine and said her “mate 
borrowed it” and she would 
“get him to bring it back” - 
but it was never returned. 

In police interview, she 
said she met an Irishman in 
the pub who had asked if he 
could borrow the mower. 

She unlocked the gates 
and helped put it onto the 
truck - despite having no 
permission to lend it out. 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, 
said she had the intent to 
return it - but said she was 
“very naive and very stupid”. 

The sentencing was ad¬ 
journed for reports until Au¬ 
gust 27.

Survey launched on racing homes

Road rage man 
avoids prison 


A VAN driver who was con¬ 
victed of assaulting a motor¬ 
ist during a “road rage” inci¬ 
dent in Newmarket has been 
given a suspended prison 
sentence. 

David Benson, 40, had 
denied causing actual bod¬ 
ily harm in November 8 last 
year but was found guilty 
by a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court after a trial in May 

Benson, of Adastral Close, 
Newmarket, who was con¬ 
victed of attacking another 
motorist maintained he was 
acting in self-defence. 

Speaking in court for Ben¬ 
son, John Farmer said: “This 
man has had a considerable 
parcel of problems going 
back to about 2004 with re¬ 
peated intervention from 
mental health services.” 

Mr Farmer said Benson, 
who at the time of the in¬ 
cident had dropped out of 
treatment, was now accept¬ 
ing help and making good 
progress. 

He said: “There has been 
a considerable change in his

behaviour.” 

During the trial, it was al¬ 
leged Benson had braked 
hard in front of a car being 
driven by Robert Castle be¬ 
tween Cambridge and New¬ 
market and again in Hamil¬ 
ton Road, Newmarket. 

Mr Castle told the court 
that shortly afterwards he 
stopped his car close to the 
entrance to the Rowley Mile 
racecourse after Benson 
flashed his lights and got out 
to find out what was hap¬ 
pening. 

It was then that he was 
subjected to a “flurry of 
blows” to the head, causing 
him to fall to the ground, 
said Mr Castle. 

The jury heard Mr Cas¬ 
tle suffered cuts to his ear 
and lip, a false tooth was 
knocked out and his glasses 
were also broken. The attack 
was seen by two witnesses. 

Giving evidence, Benson 


claimed he had been act¬ 
ing in self-defence when he 
struck Mr Castle who he said 
had lunged at him, landed a 
punch and grabbed him by 
the throat. 

Benson said: “He was 
quite a big guy and I was 
clinging on for dear life be¬ 
cause I felt he was going to 
attack me.” 

Mr Castle had been driv¬ 
ing “like an idiot”, said Ben¬ 
son who claimed he had 
stopped his van to tell him 
what he thought of him. 
Benson said he had tried to 
restrain Mr Castle against 
the side of the car. 

Judge David Goodin sen¬ 
tenced Benson to 10 months 
in prison suspended for two 
years. He also ordered him 
to pay £1,200 compensa¬ 
tion to Mr Castle and £2,400 
prosecution costs. He must 
also participate in a Think¬ 
ing Skills programme. 

The jury cleared Benson 
of a second charge of caus¬ 
ing criminal damage to Mr 
Castle’s car.

Of Galileo Gold, Herbert 
added: "He's a lovely horse. He's 
still slightly on the leg, but we 
rolled the dice at Goodwood and 
it came off, which is great. 

“I think on a more conventional 
track, and possibly over a mile, 
he's a very good horse with a lot 
more to come. 

“There should be huge 
improvement for him." 
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
